Tho latest manifesto Issued ‘py’ 


the Canton “Government strongly 
denouncing Marshal Chiang reads 
as follows:

As a result the decisions reached

“On auecount of hla rectitude 
whieh did not at all serve ta pro- 
mote the personnal interést of 
Chiang, Mr. Tha Han-emin, Presi- 
dent of the Legislative Yuan, has 
been placed under detention.

European public authoritics are 
recognizing that economic 
recovery can be brought about only 
by the exercise, of strictest economy 
in private and public affairs and by

balance between supply and de- 
mand, seems to have been arrested 
in the early part of 1931.” ; 

Twenty-five countries are cm- 
braced in the board's survey. The 
first mart of the report gives a 
summarized analysis of the con- 
temporary facts regarding indus- 
trial production, wages, prices, em- 
ployment, foreign trade, public and 
private finance and other factors 
that give each country its impor- 
the economic common- 
wealth ‘of nations. The second 
part of the report contains original 
articles by the board’s foreign cor- 
respondents. :

Attention is directed to the 
soundness of internal conditions in,

“The explanation of their 
economic stability ia complete,” the 
survey says, “when it is remember- 
ed that their inhabitants are indus- 
trious, that iliteracy-is negligible. 
that political life is remarkably 
calm, that their industry is diver- 
sified and that no single product 
plays a dominant part in their 
economic system.” . 

The countries of Central and 
South America, which depend prim- 
arily on the production of agricul- 
tural products, present a very dif 
ferent picture, since they have been 
seriously affected by the decline in 
prices of all basic commodities, the 
report suys. The purchasing power 
of these countries has been reduced 
drastically. : 

Political uncertainty in the Far 
East and the decling-in the price of 
silver huve depressed business, the 
report shows, and in Australia “ex- 
cessive public expenditures, over- 
borrowing abroad, and political un- 
certainty darken the horizon,”

Human beings 
of the fulure may not live much 
longer than human beings of to- 
day, but he believes they will be 
a great deal healthier. They will 
support fewer hospitals and orphan 
asylums, und their doctors will be 
busicr preventing disease than 
curing It. - 7 : : 
* This, after all, is about all that 
any sensible man would hope for. 
The yearning ‘for everlasting life 
seems to be one of mankind's fun- 
damental traits, but it is Always 
asgumed that the immortality will 
be enjoyed in another.world than 
this. The earth has too many Im- 
perfections. Few people care to 
linger on it indefinitely. But the 
mere length,. in years, of one's 
earthly existence is not a prime 
Considcration., Whether we are 
to have 60 years or twice 50, the 
most important question Is, what 
are those: going to be like? In 
promising better health for. our 
grandchildren, the authority we 
have quoted holds up a brighter 
picture than would be the case if 
he. simply promised longer life. 
To have life,and fe have it more 
xbundantly has always been ‘the 
race’s greatest earthly hope. - It

without a Hindu-Moslem — settle- 
ment, or a definite understanding 
regarding the parts to be played by 
these antipalhetic communities in 
the future Government. This high- 
ly controversial issue has got to 
be faced. The Moslems hive not 
relaxdd their demand for separate 
clectorates.

It fs 
pointed out that o few years ago 
the profits of this, the greatost 
gambling hall in the world, were 
over a million pounds a year, 

| Now, there is a beggarly £800,000 
to be divided by the syndicate. 

Prince Louis: {s not the 
enormously rich man that moat 
people beliove. At the sante time 

{a persanal income would bo 
envied by the King of even a 
first-class State. At present the’ 
syndicate that runs tho Casino 
Pays him a yearly tribute of 
£60,000, plus a percentage, now

- were in the charge room, a further 
incident occurred, which, in the 
opinion—of- Inspector MeWalter, 
proved that the son was absolutely 
nocontrolled and was inclined to 
homicidal tendencies. — He snatel- 
ed up the chopper and was going 
to strike his father again with it, 
when his arm was grabbed by a 
policeman in the nick of time. tn 
the struggle, the chopper was re- 
leased and fell on the son's head, 
inflicting no cut which bad to be 
bandaged ap. 

A record was produced to the 
Court, showing that the -defendant 
was quite well-known to the police. 
Four yenr ago, it appears, he was 
sent to prison for three months 
for Inrceny. He next came under 
the attention of the police on ac- 
count of a burglary and was sent 
to prison for elxht months. That 
did not deter him, for, shortly 
after his release, he waa again 
arrested for burglary and served 
another six months in prison, On 
necount of his extreme — violence, 
the father was afraid of his son, 

Roemarking that the only course 
was: to keep him-not of the way of 
creating further mischief, Mr.

YALE PROFESSOR’S

“ Washington, May 26, 

The United States Supreme 
Court: ended one of the country’s 
‘most famous “Pheifist’ cases 
to-day when it decided that Dr. 
Douglas Clyde Macintosh,  pro- 
fessor of thedlogy at Yale Univer- 
sity. jy not eligible for American 
citizenship. 

Dr. MacelIntosh, on 
Canada, ix not willing to swear 
that he will bear arms for the 
United States under any and all 
circumstances. He is willing to 
swear only that he will bear arms 
for the United States in the-cyent 
of a war which he considers just. 
For this” reason the Supreme 
Court holds the lower courts to 
be correct in refusing to grant 
American citizenship to Dr. Mac- 
Intosh: 

For more than two yedrs Dr. 
MacIntosh’s case has dragged its 
way through the courts. Pacifist. 
organizntions have — aided + the 
theologian, futllely, cin his fight 
for citizenship. They have con- 
tended that his ‘conscientious 
seruples against fighting Ino an 
“unjuat’™ war should not deny him 
the privileges oof |= Amorican 
citizenship. :

“It Is a case In which two per- 
fectly innocent parties have been 
defrauded by a third,” sald Mr. 
Leo D’'Almada, junior, inthe Full 
Court this morning, in appealing 
ngainst a judgment delivered by 
the Acting Puisne Judge (Mr. 
Justice Lindsell) in the Summary 
Court. The Judges are the Chief 
Justice (Sif Joseph (UXemp) and 
Mr. Lindsell. ‘The suppeal is 
being made on behalf of the Chip 
Chung Firm — (defendant-appel- 
ant), the other side being the 


[Cheong Fat Loong Kee (plaintift- 


yespondent), 


Mr. D'Almada, tnstructed by 
Mr. Horace Lo, of Messrs. Lo and 
jo, is for appellant, while Mr. H. 
G. Sheldon, instructed by Mr. F. 
C. E. Rendall, of Messrsa.: Russ 
and Company, is for respondent. 

Originuily, the Cheong Fat 
Loong Kee sued the Chip Chung 
firm for the sum of $416.60° for 
goods sold and defivered, and 
judgment was given for plainggt 
with costs,

ing the evidence, but was disput- 
ing the Judge's findings on that 
evidence.

. Following the discovery of .a

Sergeant R, Cunningham, who 
prosecuted, accepted the pleas 
and said, in respect of the first 
charge, that the defendant had 
taken the. spectacles some time 
between May 1 and May 25, On 
the morning of the latter date, he 
returned the spectacles to the 
owner. Subsequently articles of 
clothing were missed from the 
matshed in which the workmen 
lived together with the defendant, 
who was allowed to stay there.

ONE AND HALF INCHES OF 
RAIN IN HALF HOUR.

Yesterday forenoon Hongkong 
was visited by a sharp thunder- 
storm and torrential rain which 
redulted in considerable flooding 
of the strects of the lower. levels, 
The rolling of thunder was heard 
for the renter part of the rematn- 
dor of the day, and a steady viin- 
fall kept most people confindd to 
their houses. On enquiry. at the 
Royal Observatory Indt evening 
we were informed that po less 
than one and a halfinehes of rain 
fell in thirty minutes, and accord- 
Ing to Observatory rendings, 
the total rainfall from 10 a.m. to 
D. p.m. was 2,29 inches. 


When the storm first broke to- 
wards noon the ‘rainfall was 80 
heavy that streets and shops were 
flooded, especially in’ the central 
and Wanchal districts, — Foot- 
paths were under water, man- 
holes were forced up, motor cars 
were stalled because of ignition 
trouble, and the tramcar service, 
at least in the Happy Valley dis- 
trict, was interrupted. There was 
brilliant lightning and very heavy 
claps of thunder, the Sentra of the 
storm sceming to be in the eastern 
part of the Colony, In Wanchal, 
where a number of shops are be- 
Jow street level, there was serious 
flooding and nota Little damage. 


No very serious damage in the 
Colony was reported, however, al- 
though Magazine Gap Road was 
blocked for over an hour through 
a fall of carth and stones, PWD. 
workers were quivkly on the scene, 
and traffic was net seriously hin- 
dered

“That the Chinn New Ern Shipping 
Company, Limited, which . managed 
the's.s, Venezin, a steamer plying be- 
tween Hongkong and Macao, incurred 
debts amounting to ‘over .§100,000 
during its short existence and wna 
without a single asset wan disclosed 
by Mr. Lau Yuk-wan, who was ap- 
pointed by the creditors and directors 
to be the liquidator, at a Hquidation 
meoting on Saturday afternoon. 

Only a few of the creditors were 
present at the meeting, at which Mr. 
Lau explnined that he had been ank- 
ed by the Directors to act as liquida- 
tor, nnd if the moeting dessred, that 
another man he elected to wind up the 
affnire of thia company they could 
propose necordingly, ~The meeting 
penolved unanimounly to elect Mr. 
au 

Explaining the rondition of the I- 

fated company, Mr. Law said that as 
far as he knew the company had 
incurred debts totalling over $100,- 
900, The s.4. Venozia was put up for 
fuction, but the amount realiaed was 
net nble to cover the mortagnage ob- 
tained on her, When the Company 
suspended business there was not on 
single cent left, and the furniture 
had ta be sold te pay the salaries 
of the clerks, 
. Mr. Laa mentioned that even the 
Nquidation fees of a few hundred 
dollars had had to be advanced — by 
one of the Directors fram hia own 
Pocket, The lHquidator promised the
